During the interview, the Examiner 
noted that the Abstract of the disclosure was greater than 150 words in length and the 
Examiner's would amend the Abstract to contain less that 150 words.. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
The following is an amended to the Abstract of the disclosure, wherein deleted text is 
identified within bold double brackets [[ ]] and newly added text is underlined : 

"The invention described herein relates to computer and display, methods and systems 
for[[, among other things,]] acquiring, storing, manipulating, analyzing, linking, retrieving 
and displaying the data. The methods and systems are illustrated with reference to data 
on constituents of biological systems, particularly data on gene expression. In this 
regard, the invention especially relates to interactive systems for displaying gene 
expression-related data in three-dimensional molecular topographies. Expressed 
genes[[,]] and their activity are represented as peaks in the topographies. [[The peaks, 
furthermore, are linked to additional information that can be accessed by a display 
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pointer.]] Additionally, the invention relates to methods and systems for generating and 
displaying delta plots, which show differences in gene expression, and to methods and 
systems for generating molecular movies that show changes in gene expression. While 
illustrated by reference to gene expression, the methods and systems can be used to 
generate and manipulate displays of data on other complex populations."
